BUFFALO, N. Y., AND VICINITY. 

Passed Asst. Surg. Frost reports further in regard to the outbreak 
of poliomyelitis at Buffalo as follows: 

During the week ended August 31, there were reported to the com- 
missioner of health of Buffalo 26 cases of poliomyelitis. So far as 
investigated these cases may be classified as follows: Poliomyelitis, 
paralytic, 21; poliomyelitis, abortive, 2; suspected poliomyelitis, 1; 
not poliomyelitis, 2. 

Of the above cases, two have been fatal, and one reported the week 
previous has since terminated fatally, making a total of 23 fatalities 
to August 31. 

The decrease of cases reported as compared with the two preceding 
weeks, and more especially the decrease toward the latter end of the 
past week, give some ground for the expectation that the epidemic 
will soon have passed, although no prediction to this effect is war- 
ranted as yet.
